many telegraphers have most of the 
requirements In this direction—$81. 
The signal corps Is a mounted service. 
A knowledge of horses. If not already 
possessed, must be acquired, and a 
healthful life in the open Is one of the 
most attractive offerings of this branch 
of the service.

CARE OF DIVERS' PERSONNEL 


Uncle Sam's Doctor*, Find That Duty 


en Indersea Craft Has Effect on 


Health of Men. 


Uncle Sam's medical officers are 


keeping the closest watch on the 
health of the personnel on duty In sub- 
marines, In order that every manifes- 
tation of bodily and mental disorder 
may be noted quickly. Assistant Sur- 
g^on Walter W. Cross of the navy, has 
compiled some Interesting facts as a 
result of his observations of the per- 
sonnel attached to submarines, lie 
believes that-i6ng continued duty ou 
such craft Is conducive to high blood 
pressure. He says: 


"'Whether this la due to mental 


strain, loss of sleep, overeating with 
lack of exercise, excessive use of to- 
bacco, coffee and tea. or some toxic 
agent peculiar to submarines, I am un- 
able to say. It Is noted that a slight 
fall occurred after a 47-hour surface 
ran and a threo-honr dire. Undoubt- 
edly this could be accounted for by fn- 
rlpue or laek "f all physical exercise 
during the preceding 48 boors." 


One effect, natural under the clr^ 


cnmstances, was lack of weight, and 
It is observable that there Is probably 
no occupation, except that of a boiler- 
maker, giving rise to so many rnse« of 
partial deafness as submarine duty. It 
Is not uncommon for men to report to 
the medical officer that they huve In- 
creasing difficulty In henrlne tin- com- 
mands. This Is attributed to the con- 
Wnnt vibratory movement of the »ub- 
mnrtnp. the straining of the ears to 
hear above the noise of the entfnea, 
the presence of cold drafts of air down 
the hatchei while operating on the 
surface, excessive temperature while 
running submerged, and the Inhnla- 
(Ion of gase« given off by the bat- 
teries and fumes from oil funk".

than passive obedience, inaction or Up 
service. 
It demands whole hearted 


effort to assist the government and 
the country in the prosecution ot the 
war and the achievement of victory. 


We cannot accept ancestry or tra- 


dition or personal opinions as Justifi- 
cation for any failure to render this 
support to (he utmost of the IndlvM- 
ual's ability. This inky" be a painful 
ijuty, but It is absolutely essential 
During our civ|l war men fought their 
blood brothers, and thousands who 
were with the south on the issue ot 
slavery fought loyally against her. 
Now that war again strikes across ties 
of kindred and conviction the republic 
demands once more the sacrifice and 
expects it to be freely made. 


The Tribune has never doubted and 


does not now doubt that the great 
mass of citizens whose birth or an- 
cestry is of central Europe are loyal 
to this country and will continue so 
In all circumstances. But there is evi- 
dence of the existence of a minority 
which has a very inadequate sense of 
its citizen responsibility 
This minor- 


ity seems to think that It can be 
American and German at the same 
time; that it can be made to appear 
compatible with loyal Americanism to 
attack the measures adopted by the 
American government to prosecute 


the war against Germany to which we 
are committed and which without any 
question the maJQ/fSfy'of the nation is 
ready and determined to support. If 
this a.ttack were directed at the de- 
tects of these measures and were in- 
tended to clear thft way for a more 
efficient prosecution of the war against 
the public W<V wOuld be consistent 
witbi loyljolVlut it is intended to 
prevent the United States from sue- 
ceedtac»Ja-Jur. and no_a.mount of 
debate about the rights andwrongs 
of the conflict can-obscure the fact 
that it is an act ot aid to the enemy, 
an act of disloyalty to the United 
States. In Gertnanj, Austria or Hun- 
gary it would be branded traitorous 
and stamped out with an iron heel. 


The United States has entered war 


by solemn act of the constituted au- 
thorities. It has pledged its honor 
and it has committed its Interests and 
its safety to the arbitrament of war, 
exactly as Germany, France, England 
and other belligerents have done. Men 
who try to weaken our action, who
